THE $2,500,000 STEAL. 


How Cashier Baldwin Smashed the 
Newark Bank—His Record. 


From the New York Sun, Ist. 


The doors of the Mechanics’ National Bank 
in Newark were closed yesterday morning. 
They were openedhalfa century ago, and 
since then the institution had become the 
foremost banking establishment in New Jer- 
sey in point of solidity and reputation. The 
October statement sbowed that its deposits 
were nearly three times as large as those of 
any other bank in the city. and only last Sat- 
urday its stock was quoted at 185. The most 
noted menin business and in society there 
areamong the stockholders, and the direc- 
tors are nearly all extensive business men of 
at least local, and in some cases national, re- 
nown. Many of the biggest concerns in the 
State banked their money there, and to the 
people of Newark the great stone arm grasp- 
ing a blacksmith’s sledge, that projects from 
the front of the big brown stone banking 
housein Broad street near Market street, 
conveyed a practical idea of the strength and 
solidity of the institution. It would be im- 


ossible to overstate the confidence 
bat was revosred in the bank or tae 
excitement which the iollowing notice, 


pasted on the outer door ofthe building, 
caused: 


Closed on account of statements affecting 
the bank made by the Cashier to the Soard of 
Directors. which are now undergoing investi- 


gation. 


Tne cashier is Oscar L. Baldwin, and he, by 
his own confession, isthe means by which 
the institution has been robbed of over 
$2,000,000, and probably brought to the end 
of its existence. He was one of the very best 
known, most respected and popular men in 
Newark. ‘To all intents and purposes he was 
the bank. The president, Joseph A. Hol- 
sey, who lives in Park Place, in one of the 
elegant mansions facing Military Park, is 80 
years of age, and besides his present illness 
has long been feeble from age. The B dard of 
Directors, which includes the pre sident and 
the cashier, is made up of these others: 
Stephen H. Condict, George H. Halsey, 
Lewis C. Grover, James F. Bond, Wm.Clark, 
Edward H, Wright, Jos. S. Halsey, Henry C. 
Howell, and Jos. Hensler. Nearly all of them 
are busy men, at the head of cig concerns. 
For these reasons, and because they believed 
Baldwin second to nobodyin the State asa 
financier, the business was wholly in his 
cortrol. 

Baldwin is a little underthe average height, 
of full, round figure, beardless, and with a 
face as soft-skinned and rosy-tinted as a wo- 
man’s. Dark hair, dark eyes, black clothing 
unrelicved by jewelry, and a voice formed of 
the upper tones, again like a Woman’s, com- 
plete his make-up. He is a man of few words, 
but he bas a quick, brisk step and modest de- 
mearor. Last April he was re-elected a 
vestryman of Trinity Episcopal Church, the 
mother church of the sect there, and the 
church that contains more wealth and people 
of higher social standing than any other in 
Newark. Heis a director inthe Mutual Ben- 
efit Insurance Company, and livesin a brown 
stone house in Central avenue. He has a 
wife and four chiidren. His salarv was $7,500 
a year, and bis wife inherited some money. 
He 1s said to be a member of one of the fash- 
ionable clubs ofthis city. He comes of an 
old New Jersey family. He began his busi- 
ness life at 16, in the publication office of the 
Newark Daily Advertiser. Heisa brother of 
H. P. Baidwin, General Passenger Agent of 
the Central Raiiroad of New Jersey. He 
went into the bank as arunner and rose to 
| ook-keeper, and thence to the post of pav- 
inz teller, and when about thirty years of 
ave succeeded Matthias W. Day as cashier. 

Cashier Baldwin made known his crime on 
Sunday. On Thursday last Bank Examin- 
er Edward H. Shelly called and announced 
his intention of examining the accounts of 
the bank. Cashier Baldwin said that as he 
would be away on Friday ard very busy on 
Saturday, he would be obliged if Mr. Shel- 
ley would make the examination on Monday. 
The examiner agreed to postpone the work 
and went immediately to a banking house 
near by. On Saturday Cashier Baldwin re- 
quested Stephe » Condict, one of the di- 
rectors, to eh atthe bank on Sunday 
morning at 11 Mr. Condiet is an old 
resident of Newark. Heis69 years of age 
and is atthe headofa large hirness-making 
establishment. He metthe cashier on Sun- 
dav,and Baldwin revealed enough of the 
truth to cause Mr. Condict to send a notifica- 
tion tothe other directors to meet atthe 
president’s residence at once. Five or six of 
the directors were out of the city. The oth- 
ers responded to the call. Amonyg those who 
wentto the meeting were ex-Conzressman 
Geo. A. Halsey, James F. Bond, Newark’s 
greatest authority in real estate matters, 
but aman of modest means; Mr. Condict, be- 
fore mentioned: Henry C. Howell, of the 
leather firm of T. P. Howell & Co., one of 
theijargest concerns:’of its kind; Wiiliam 
Ciark, ofthe thread-making firm of Clark 
Brothers and-the owner ofthe finest dwell- 
ing housein New Jersev, and Col. kK. H. 
Wright, the son of the Inte Senator Wricht, 
and a lawyer bv profession. Cashier Baldw:n 
Was prssent. 

AN ASTOUNDING DECLARATION, 


Mr. Condict spoke tirst. He said that, ac- 
cording to what Mr. Baldwin had told him, 
the bank was insolvent bevond redemption: 
that there Was an immense deficit, every dol- 
lar of which bad been absorbed by C. Nugent 
& Co., the well-known manufacturers of mo- 
rocco in Halsey street, and that the cashier 
had acknowledged having given that firm the 
money in question. 

Every eyewas bent on the cashier, who 
looked like a man on the verve of the grave. 

ie acknowledged the truth of what Mr. 
dict had said. He said that twelve years 
avo ke had Joaned money without authority 
to C. Nugent «& Co., and that since then 
ever\thing had gone tothat firm. Nugent & 
Co. did not repay the firstloan, but borrowed 
anew. ‘The loanskept increasing, the bor- 
rowers each time promising positively to re- 
fund. Sometimes when the notes came due, 
Nugent (Christopher Nugent, head of the 
firm) paid apartand then borrowed more, 
saying every time thatthe bank should lose 
nothing. | 

“*Whenthus hegot the rope around my 
neck,’”? added Baidwin, “he gave it a tighter 
scjueeze each time, saying that to reveal the 
thing would ruin us both, sending me to 
prison and bankrupting him.” 

Director Bond then charged Cashier Bald- 
win with having speculated with the bank’s 
funds when he got behind, in the vain hope 
of catching up and making good the deiflcit. 
This Baldwin positively denied. 

An offer onthe part of the directors was 
made to replenish the bank with money in 
the sum of a million dollars. One report 
hasit that Director Clark offered the sum in 
his individual name, but another statement is 
that alithe directors present agreed to fur- 
nish thatamount. At all events, the offer 
was made, and Baldwin replied that it would 
be of no avail. He said that the deficiency 
amounts to more than two millions of dollars. 
He is reported to have said, ‘‘I have a pile of

It was 
Newark’s biggest sensation, and it came 
upon the city tike abolt from a clear sky. 
So extensive owas the business 
the bank that it seemed to affect almost 
every prominent man, and almost every min 
constituted himself a committee of inquiry 
and left all other business. Nowhere, appar- 
ently, noteven among the directors of the 
broken bank, could be found more thana 
small minority who believe Bald-win’s story. 
It was the general impression that it was an 
impossibility for C. Nugent & Co. to have had 
all that money, and onthe other hand it was 
asserted to be a fact that Baldwin had been 
speculating in Wall street. Bot on this 
subject the knowledge went no further than 
the fact that Baldwin had been frequently 
heard to speak of Wall street transactions. It 
- was knownthat he and Mr. Lemassena, a 
broker who represents the Wall street firm of 
Martin & Runyon, were on familiar terms, 
and had often been seenin conversation to- 
gether, but Mr. Lemassena declined to talk. 
As to the culpability of the bank directors in 
permitting the possibility of such an enor- 
mous defalcation, one of them said yesterday: 

‘*Our bank of deposit is the Mechanics3’ Na- 
tional Bank of New York. We supposed we 
had on deposit there from one and a half mil- 
lions to two millions of dollars. The fact, as 
it now appears, is that that money has all 
been absorbed by this Nugent transaction, 
and there is a deficit there against us of about 
$400,000. Mr. Baldwin read us letters from 
the president of that bank urging him to pay 
the amount overdrawn by our bank. We 
were not dilatory. We had an examination 
by the directors every year, and we supposed 
we had the money in New York because the 
interest was regularly credited upon the books, 
and whatever statements were made by the 
ofticers of the New York bank were received 
by our cashier.”’ 

THE CASHIER ARRESTED. 


After the meeting on Sunday night some of 
the directors went to the house of John C. 
Emory and got him outof bed to hear their 
story and give advice uponit.. He counseled 
the arrest of Baldwin, and early yesterday 
morning Director Bond went to the house of 
United States District Attorney A. Q. Keas- 
bey andinformed him ofthe facts. Shortly 
afterward he met the directors at his office, 
where aflidavits covering the facts were drawn 
up before United States Commissioner Keas- 
bey. The District Attorney made oath that 
James F. Bondjhad informed him that Oscar L. 

Baldwin has for several! years past abstracted 
and misapplied funds and credits of the 
bank of which he is cashier, causing a loss 

of over $2,000,000, Wherefore the District At- 
torney charged the cashier with being culty 
of a violation of section 5,209 of the Revised 
Statutes, andprayed thathe might be ap- 

prehended. James F. Bond made aflidavit 
that on the evening of the 380th day of Octo- 

ber a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the bank was neld at the house of Joseph A. 

Halsey, president of the bank; that said 

meeting was held in consequence of revela- 

tions made on the morning of that day by 

Oscar L. Baldwin, the cashier of the bank, to 

Stephen H. Condict, one of the directors: 

that at such meeting Oscar L. Baidwin re- 

vealed. and admitted to the board that he had 

from time to time, without the knowledge or 

authority of the Board of Directors, wilfully 

misapplied the funds of the bank to the ex- 

tent of ever $2,000,000, and that the bank bad 

thereby become insolvent. Mr. Bond also 

praved for Baldwin’s arrest. 

Marsbal H. M. Burnet went to Cashier 
saldwin’s house atavout® o’vlock and found 
Baldwin in bed. When hetold the cashier 
that he had a warrant for his arrest the 
cashier. manifested no surprise. The Mar- 
shal added thathe had been instructed to 
remain inthe house, and shortly afterward 
went down stairs and waited there. The 
cashier remained in bed. A person who 
called upon him saidthat it was the fashion 
to say that Mr. Baldwin ‘vas completely 
broken down, but thatit appeared to him 
that Baldwin had recovered such an excess 
of animal spirits from unloading his mind 
after years of anxiety that he appeared to be 
desirous to kick off the bedclothes and hur- 
rah. In the afternoon the United States 
Commissioner, the District Attorney, and 
several others visited the house, and Bald- 
win was admitted to bailinthe sum of $25,- 
The sureties were given’»y William A. 
Freeman, William H. Baldwin, Matthias M. 
Dodd and Theodore Baldwin, who insure his 
appearance on November 7. 

HIS CONFESSION, 

Mr. Baldwin, who remained in bed, re- 
quested permission to make a voluntary con- 
fession before the commissioner, and his 
statement was taken down by a stenographer. 
He said as long ago as 1873 he began to make 
irregular loans to the firm of C. Nugent & Co., 
leather manufacturers, and that he made 
these loans without security and without the 
sanction of the directors. Having once be- 
cun, he felt himself in the power of Nugent, 
who compelled him to make further and fur- 
ther loans. This continued from month to 
month and year to year, often to the amount 
of $00,000 a month. The amount of Nugent’s 
indebtedness to him and his to the bank 
rradually assumed such proportions that he 
could not recede without riiin and exposure, 
and therefore he allowed Nugent to further 
increase the loans, his constant. hope being 
that Nugent would replace them. In fact, 
Nugent constantly assured him that he had 
a large amount of. property, and could make 
good What he owed. Baldwin added that Nu- 
gent was perfectly well aware that the money 
used was the bank’s money, irrezularly 
drawn, and always promised, whenever it was 
required, to turn over all his property to se- 
cure the bank. 

_ The loan finally grew to be over two mil- 
lions. ‘The way the system was carried on, 
Baldwin said, was by Nugent’s giving drafts 
on different friends in New York, which were 
credited’ to him to meet his drafts on the 
bank, andfrom time to time he (Baldwin) 
wouid meet these drafts. with the money of 
the bank. The books were so falsified as to 
show that Nugent’s accounts were all right; 
but the losses ogcasioned by these loans were 
placed in the account with the Mechanies’ 
Bank of New York, so that while it appeared 
by the books of the Newark bank that it had 
on deposit about two millions in New York, 
the Newark bank really owes the New York 
bank over $200,000, and that account is: 
wholly made up of loans to C. Nugent & Co. 

Mr. Baldwin was asked whether he had not 
speculated and thus lost large sums of money. 
He replied that he had speculated, but 
only to a trifling extent, and had made 
money inthe speculations in which he had 
engaged.

A Great Fall of Spider-Webs. 
From the Milwaukee Wiscensin. 


Milwaukee may have hada _ similar experi- 
ence so far, butifso it has never come under 
the observation of those who have been spok- 
en to upon the subject of the shower of spi- 
der-webs which fell along the lake shore the 
other day. There is no discounting the fact 
that the fall was genuine as was the fabric of 
the webs seen and brushed from the clothes 
of one party who witnessed it, and was im- 
pressed with the sight, but failing, like all 
others, to give anv satisfactory reason for the 
phenomenon. The webs seemed to come 
from over the lake and could be seen a dis- 
tance of fifty feet, filling the air as they were 
cently wafted to and fro. They apparently 
came from the upper air strata, andthe fail 
was continued for some time, the webs vary- 
ing in length from two feet to several rods. 
That Milwaukee was not the only city in 
which this strange shower was observed is 
learned from the Northern papers. At Green 
Bay the fall was the same, coming from the 
direction ofthe bay, only the webs varied 
from sixty feet in lengh tomere specks, 
and were seen as farupinthe air as the 
power of the eye could reach. At Vesburg 
and Fort Howard, Sheboygan and Ozaukee 
the fall was similarly observed, in some 
places being so thick as to annoy the eye.

—Acts, xvii.:21.’’ Resting his left elbow on 
his right hand, and shaking his index finger 
at his andience, which filled every seat in the 
edifice, he inquired: ‘*What but the wheels 


of the printing machine can see?’ The 
wheels of the labor-performing 
machinery, he said, ground bone 


and sinew, and the sewing macuine caused 
aches sharper than the needle thatit plied. 
The eyes of the printing press were both near 
and far-sighted, and saw all things. Turning 
to the secondtext, Mr. Talmage said: “In 
Athens the great question, as now, was 
‘What’s the news?’ ” China first answere< 
the question. There was now issued in Pe- 
kin a paper that had been published weekly 
for 1,000 years, which first made its appear- 
ance printed on silk. In America Benjamin 
Harris began the publication of Public Oc- 
currences in 1690. The first daily was issued 
in Philadelphia in 1784, and bore the name 
the American Daily Advertiser. ‘‘Just as 
soon as the newspaper began to demonstrate 
its purpose,” exclaimed Mr. Talmage, as he 
strode across the rostrum and threw ot his 
right arm like an extension gas-fixture, ‘*the 
powers shackled it. In Russia, which I re- 
gard as the most tyrannical Govern- 
ment on the face of the earth, the news- 
papers are fettered. Austria cquld not bear 
the pleadings for Hungary’s freedom. Na- 
poleon, who wanted to keep his foot on the 
neck of nations, said every editor ought to be 
in prison. Thomas Jefferson, who wrote the 
Declaration of Independence, said: ‘If l 
were to choose between a country without a 
newspaper or.a newspaper without a coun- 
try, I should take the latter.’’? Mr. Talmage 
thamked God for the everlasting blessings of 
the printing press, and said that a good 
newspaper was the greatest temporal bless- 
ing giventbe people. One paper, statistics 
showed, cied every day, and generally three 
or four fortunes were spent in estabiishing a 
paper on a paying basis. It was usually the 
case that the older papers absorbed the 
vounger ones, like one whale swallowing 
fifty winnows. ‘Ine average life of anews- 
paper was five years, and in the United States 
and Canada only thirty papers had reached 
the age of fifty years. The newspaper made 
knowledge democratic. ‘*‘Knowledge is the 
lightof life,?’ shouted Mr. Talmage, as he 


grasped a handful of air and 
threw the invisible missile with 
al) his force toward the crowded 
vallery. He said that ali the great 


authors made their beginning in the news- 
papers. ‘**The Bible, Webster’s Dictionary, 
and a good newspaper fit a man for this life 
and the happiness of the next.’”?’ The news- 
paper that geen the best and most beauti- 
ful side of life was characterized as a misre- 
presentation. ‘Sin is loathsome—make it 
so: virtue is beautiful—make it so!” Mr. 
Talmage urged that impersonality should be 
dropped, and spoke of the time when lead- 
ing editorial writers used to aflix their ini- 
tials to their articles. If such an idea were 
m vogue at this time the writers would get 
the credit for all the good things they wrote 
and would be held respodsible for all the 
pad things. The universities, Mr. Talmage 
believed, should have departments for tne 
training of editors and reporters. ‘‘I declare 
thatthe mightiest force for good is a good 
newspaper and ffor bad a bad ncwspaper.’’ 
Here the speaker advanced to the front of 
the platform, and, extending his arms, ex- 
claimed: ‘*The Christian newspaper will be 
the right wing of the Apocalyptic angel, and 
the printing press will be the front wheel of 
the Lord’s chariot.”’

Anthony J. Bleecker is the oldest auction- 
eer in America,and though now in his eighty- 
second year is still able to attend to business. 
His specialty is real estate, of which he has 
sold a larger quantity than any other man 
living. Itis highly probable that the aggre- 
gate sales of this concern since Mr. Bleecker 
became an active member would exceed the 
prese nt entire valuation of this city. The 
house is one of great antiquity. I do not 
know bow long the name has stood among 
the business circles of this city, but in the 
first directory (published in 1786) I find An- 
thony Bleecker, auctioneer, No. 40 Wall 
street. The business was then small, but 
it has since grown to immense pro- 
portions. Among those extensive sales 
which the Bleeckers have made was the en- 
tire farm of Bellevue Hospital, which includ- 
ed 500 lots, or about 30 acres. The commis- 
sions on this sale, at $10 per lot, were $5,000. 
The fee is the same whatever be thé price ob- 
tained, and no more is required when a $100,- 
000 Fifth avenue plat is knocked down than 
for a cheap place in Harlem. The fee has of 
late years been doubled, and is now $20, in 
addition to advertising. Bleecker has given 
his customers some very fine bargains, [ re- 
member when he sold the corner of Broadway 
and Franklin street for $62,500. It hag since 
been resold at a profit of $300,000. The orig- 
inal Bleecker had a constant buyer in old 
John Jacob Astor, whose grandsons are still 
among the boldest: bidders. They are, how- 
ever, represented by brokers, and keep their 
purchases as secret as possible.

From Senior's Conversations. 

In September, 1860, I asked Changarnier 
his opinion as to the courage of Louis Napo- 
leon.

At Strasbourg 
when the regiment on which he depended re- 
fused its support, he ran and was found in a 
state of abject terror hiding under a carriage.

‘ept him to his purpose by making him half 
drunk. Ashe approached, and no friends 
appeared, bis alarm returned. The first 
troops that met him were under the com- 
mand of a sensible old officer, who, when he 
saw the strange procession, accompanied by 
the tame eagle, and was told that Louis Na- 

oleon was at its head, instead of joining 

im,:-summoned him to surrender. Vau- 
dieutl had said that at Strasbourg Louis Na- 
poleon had not dared even to fire a pistol in 
his own defense. He recollected this mot, 
kept a pistolin his hand, and fired at the 
officer, but his hand shook so that thouch the 
man was not five paces off be missed him and 
wounded a poor cook, who, ih his white 
apron, was standing ata door to see what 
was going on. Louis Napoleon turned, ran 
into the sea, and got into a boat. A boat 
from the shore pulled after him.

The crematory will be so constructed 
that tne friends of the deceased will have a 
perfect opportunity to witness, if they desire, 
the process of incineration.

Ring Lard Factory Burned Last 
ane e Phoenix Mill Destroyed. 


At.6:10 yesterday evening John Ring’s 
Lard and Lard Oil Refinery at 936 North Main 
street took fire from the lard presses and 
burnt to the ground. Hard luck seems to 
have followed Mr. Ring for years Dast, this 
making the third or fourth time which the 
factory has burnt. The losses last night will 
aggregate over $30,000, about $22,000 of which 
is covered with insurance. The fire originated 
in the lard presses by spontaneous combustion, 


as Mr. Ring bzlieves. Two of the men em- 
ployed in the factory, James McKeever and 
Joseph Hussey, were nearly caught in the 
house: they escaped halfdressed and aimost 
suffocated. The Wood-Maude Milling Com- 
pany next door came near catching too befor 

the alarm was turned on, which was only done 
after the blazehad gained great headway. 


There was a great deal of difticulty in 
cetting streams on the fire after the 


engines had arrived, owing to the scarcity of 
water and the position of the burning build- 
ing. The building belongs to Mr. Joseph 
O’ Neil, the President of the Citizens’ Bank, 
whose son-in-law Mr. Kingis. ‘The work of 
rebuilding will at once be begun.

CITY HALL. NEWS. 
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Paupers Beseiging the Mayor's 
Office for Relief. 


Carp at Forest Park—A Wretched Fanti- 
ly—Other Happenings. 


The Mayor’s office is the Meccan temple 
towards which the destitute poor of the city 
begin to turn their attention in droves about 
this time every year, and the scenes there and 
the petitions made are sometimes of an un- 
usually interesting character. Few of the 
paupers understand thatthe city has no poor 
fund; thatit bas neither food nor meney to 
give to anybody, and thatthe only relief ob- 
tainable is when an applicant has no relatives 
or means and is wi:ling to take his or her 
chances in the Poor house. 


The ordinary routine business is suggested 
in the following statement made by Police 
Sergeant McGrew, who is on duty inthe Mayor's 
oftice,and who bas an unusuall; pleasant story 
to whisper into the ears of all who enjoy a first 
rate yarn, abouta Frenchman who sustatned 
some shocking injuries from a fa ling bar of pig 
iron. 

‘*‘rhis morning,’’said the Sergeant, ‘‘one of 
my earliest visitors wasu little Irish widow- 
woman. She said, ‘Af you plase,iMisthur 
May’r Overalls, [kum to get some relafe for 
meself an’ two other widdy-womenin the same 
yard.’ ‘That’s enough,’ said I, that’s 
enough. By the harns of the holy cow of the 
Indians of there’ weren't so many 
otf you people of my own nationality 
who wanted relief I’d not besurprised. I 
don’t tind anybody but my own countrymen 
and women who come here for charity, and I 
think us Lish ought to hold back a little and 
vive the Dutchman, the Chinaman and the 
Ethiopian a whack at the eleemosynary loaf.’’ 

‘*Did she get anything?’’ the reporter asked. 

‘‘Not a cent.’’ 

‘*And then,’’ said the Sergeant, ‘‘along 
came afellow who iushedinand said, ‘I’ve 
rot two childrcn I want seut to Texas, and you 
tolks will have to send them.’ ‘We 
will, eh?’ I remarked. Have is a pretty 
big word. It’s two arbitrary like, 
ard there isn’t enough condescension 
init. Wedon’thaveto av anything here.’ 
And he went off mad.’’ 

‘*He didn’t get anjthing:’’ 

‘*‘Not a thing,.’’ 

‘‘Thena litue Englishman whose fathar was 
a giergyman in the old country came in. He 
wus a durn nice fellow, too, und I feit sorry for 
him. He said he came to this country some 
time ago with £40, and now he hadn’t a nickel. 
lle wanted some reliet to.’’ 

‘*PDid you give him anything?’’ 

‘‘Not acen',’’ the Sergeant said, and then he 
explained that the remnants of the police char- 
ity tund had becpn turned Over to the Provident 
Association andtothe St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, and that poor people who are entitled 
to yelief s:ould app'y to these organizations. 

‘But there’s no use telling thein that,’’ said 
McGrew. They don’t understand it. They 
seem to think that we’ve got barrels ot money 
and nothing eise to do with it but give it away, 
and we haven’t got a ceni—not a Cent to give to 
the Son of God it He cumein at that dour and 
asked for cheritv.’”’ 

CARP AT FOREST PARK, 

The Fish Cvuimmissivn have caused pond No.

The young will be carefully sep- 
arated from the old fish and given the treedom 
of pond No.3 whenthey make their appgar- 
ance. 

THE HOUSE OF REFUGE. 

Mayor Ewing says that a bill will soon be in- 
troduced into the Municipai Assembly to pro- 
vide for building an addition to the House of 
Ketuge with the $50,000 appropriated to the 
institution some time ago by the State Legis- 
lature. The Mayor isin favor of keeping the 
refugein its present place and of separating 
the criminals from those who are ma2rely 
abandoned but still good children. 

‘*‘Thereis no usetrying to sell the place,’’ 
said the Mayor. ‘‘Wecould get nothing for it 
and it would take about a half-million dollars 
to put up another building in 
another locality. As I understand, 
the present location is good enough, the insti 
tution does not detract from the value of sur- 
rounding property, and is doing nobody anv 
harm. With the addition suggested, accom- 
mocations ample, and the separation of the 
two classes Of inmates made ndseible, I am in 
favor of keeping it where it isand of putting 
up a new building on the grounds.’’

Mr. O’Neill, proprietor of the Union Depot Ho- 
tel, is feeding them while they are waiting for 
something to turn up.

$50,970 43 in hand there remains $124,029 5;

When the long leases ex- 
Dire’ the revenue will be much 
increased. Itis considered unwise to en- 


croach upon this fund, and the increased ex- 
penses of new school accommodation renders 
it imperative to husband vigilantly all possi- 
ble sources of revenue, The exhibit of re- 
ceipts and expenditure,‘ which presents a 
balance on hand August 1 of $94,040 49, is due 
to the revival of business prosperity and jn- 
erease of revenue and to the reforms inaugur- 
ated by the Retrenchmen! Committee in 1819. 


The current expenses have been re- 
guced over $56,000 since 1879, wiiil 
the average number of day _ pupils 


has increased from 35,860 to 37,877. The bal- 
ance on hand inthe building fund, August 
1, was $37,266 G1,in addition to which the 
board has appropriated from revenues }.U,= 
000, which will be sufficient for the comple- 
tion of ali tbe new buildings in course of 
erection. New accommodations are required 
in Compton Hill and an eligible site should 
be secured. The Franklin School requires 
extensive alterations, and the colored school 
buildings need alteration, as they are over- 
crowded and poorly ventilated. 
In financial management valuable safeguards 
against reckless management have been in- 
troduced, and loose methods in auditing bil 
have been corrected. One-tenth as muchis 
expended for janitors? as for teachers’ sala- 
ries, the former numbering only 87, while the 
latter number 997, making the average pay 
pér janitor more than for teacher. ‘This the 
president thinks is disproportionately large, 
and in view of the liberal pay the board 
should insist upon a higher standard of qual- 
ification. Men holding those ‘positions in 
some instances cannot read nor write their 


own names, ‘a public reproach,” 
says President Judson. The amounts 
expended for teachers’ and_ oilicers’ 
salaries cannot be considered excessive. 


Extra teachers have been dispensed with. 
The president questions the system of em- 
ploying an architect engaged at the same 
time in bis practice, and thinks that janitors 
and schoo! repairs could be better supervised 
bya practieal builder and mechanie devoted 
the work. The German-English plan has 
operated somewhat to the exclusion of other 
teacher applicants on the unassivned list, and 
the apparent discrimination is unfortunate. 
The request of colored citizens for kinder

THE OIFHER 


What a Founder of the Transfer Company 
Says About Its History and Future. 


St. Lovis, November 3, 1881. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a city St. Louis is peculiarly situated, be- 
ing on the west bank of a great iver, and the 
large shipments in its trade being to and from 
the East. This peculiarity gives severity and 
conspicuity to the present troubles here, but 
really there is not now a city in the West nor a 
town ot 5,000 inhabitantson thelineof any 
railroad which is notin like distress wherein 
the cry of delinquency is against the railroad 
companies. The needs and interests of its 
business and of living here require that this 
river shall be crossed, and the magnitude of 
the city and the dependent population of the 
country in the West, with its great and in- 
creasing demands, make necessary 4 
large well ordered and expensive provision 
of convenient and ready facilities 
forthetransit. Twenty-five years ago, when 
the first railioads were completed to the east- 
ern bank of the river, and the movement of 
persons and property began between St. Louis 
and the East, the question was presented with 
pressing anc imperious urgency as to how 
these facilities could be adequately provided. 
The incipient railroads undertook the business 
themselves. There was at first no alternative. 
But, besides that this work was not within the 

rerogative of their charters, it was quickly 

ound impracticable. Sensible reasons need 
not be given for afact demonstrated by ex- 
perience. It was decisive in this case, and 
Mr. H. D. Bacon, who was the supreme au- 
thority inthe Ohio and Mississippi Riiiroad 

Jompany, with rauch urgent solicitation pre- 
vailed upon a number of bersonsin command 
of adequate capital and credit to organize and 
operate a company forthis service. It was a 

recarious undertaking, and he was required 

orthe railroad to guurantee the company 
against loss. The organization was called 
the OUbio and Mississippi Transfer Company. 
Such wasthe situation of St. Louis and its 
mercantile community atthattimein regard to 
this question. At this moment Icameincharge 
of the Terre Haute, Alton and St. Louis Rall- 
road, asits president. I found it embarrassed 
bv an ineflticient transfer arrangement, and, 
observing the satisfactory performance of the 
organization working the Onio and Mississippi 
Railroad, I:went to its proprietors and pro- 
posed an association in mutual interest with 
that railroad for the facilities of transfer 
wielded by them for the benefit of my road 
and its patrons. I proposed thut they change 
the name of their corporation ; ey it a gener- 
al and public character instead of the special 
functionsto whichit was then bound; that 
tney increaseits capital and working forces 
and depot facilities in St. Louis, and enter in- 
to a contract with the corporation represented 
by mne for a term of vears, and for all the busi- 
ness by it controlled. An arrangement was ef- 
fected accordingly, and this was the origin of 
the St. Louis Transfer Company. 

Betore the introduction of railroads the com- 
merce of this city was with markets aad 
s@rces of trade reached entirely by therivers. 
An insignificant terry subserved all the uses 
of transit between the two banks of the Missis- 
sippi. Theadventofthe railroad wroughta 
muterial revolution in the direction of all 
buman activities, transforming all the aspects 
of business and vemanding novel expedients 
to meet the requirements of enterprise. The 
Transfer Company was devised and was 
amongthe first and most important agencies 
in the new field at St. Louis. It had contrasts 
with the railroad companies running for a term 
of years, and under that protection, and sub- 
ject to corresponding obligations, it went into 
operation and worked, and, sofar as regard- 
ed peiformance, gave satistaction to the rail- 
roads and the public. 

No excuse tor delinquency was admitted by 
the contracts, and when the horses of the com- 
pany were smitten by the epizootic and their 
power was stricken by a pestilence, they pur- 
chased large numbers of oxen and ‘made 
prompt and unflinching sacridces to meet and 
execute the demands laid upon them. There 
was then no questioning the public usefulness 


of this corporation and there was no imputa- 
tion aguinust it- fidelity. Also in generalit 


was prepared and prompt to serve every leziti- 
mate call and was a necessary and. accommo)- 
dating agency to subserve the public uses on 
a)l occasions of emergency. 


Such was the St Louis Transfer Com- 
pany in the day of its contracts 
with the railroads. Then there might 


have been some shadow of pretense tocallita 
monopoly. By virtue of those contracts it en- 
joy ed some rights,subject to commensurate re- 
sponsibilities, which were valuable guaranties 
to the railroads ana the public. 

These contracts expired so ne six yeirs ago, 
whereupon thecompany, with its equipment, 
its depots, stables, shops, real estate and par- 
ap..f Thalia of busine:s,was left without protec- 
tion a compelled to occupy the same tield, 
supice: totn.

Now, the serious peint and principle con- 
trolling thie subjectis found in necessity, and 
it requires but & Small effort of a practical 
mind to see and understand it. It is, also- 
lutely impossible mM the wature of this busi- 
ness and of the circumstances pertaining toit 
for the numerous merchants or for promiscu- 
ousteamsin independent ownership to per- 
form the work oftransferand the handling of 
freights atthis city. First, itis necessary that 
large dey ots and warehouses with large cler- 


- ical and inanna!l force and organization for the 


receipt, delivery and temporary storage of 
freight shali be maintained upon this side of 
the river. Itisimpossible that this shall be 
done by promiscuous teumsters, and imprac- 
ticable thatitshall be done by the numerous 
railroads. An independent and responsible 
orgenization and power is essential for this 
purpose.
